The people are interested in the 
census taking and those who desire to 
be appointed enumerators want all the 
information they can get. 
Speaking 
of the test that every applicant for 
enumerator 
must 
undergo W. O. 
Protsman, of Vevay , the district super 
visor, say s: 
“ The simple test which candidates 
for enumerators’ places will undergo 
February 5 does not take away the 
supervisors’ right under the census 
law to designate suitable persons for 
such positions.” 
“ It is designed to aid the supervis 
ors in the ex ercise of that discretion 
and to enable the Census Director in­ 
telligently to use the power of approv­ 
al of the supervisors’ designations 
conferred upon him by law. 
“ It is very well understood that 
President Taft, Secretary Nagel, and 
Census Director Durand all hold the 
supervisors responsible for the enum­ 
eration. There is no doubt, 
there­ 
fore, that our first and most import­ 
ant duty is the selection of honest, 
capable and active persons to make 
the count. 
“ The Census will be taken, not by 
the Census 
Bureau officers or the 
supervisors, but by the enumerators. 
They are the one9 who come in con­ 
tact with the people and get the facts. 
Unless every single enumerator does 
his whole and proper duty there can 
not be a correct census. 
“ All persons, unless 
specifically 
disqualified, are entitled to apply to 
take the test. 
Only those under 18 
y ears of age and over 70, and those 
who have not become citizens of the 
United States, are barred. Otherwise, 
all persons, regardless of sex, are 
eligible. 
It is left to my judgment 
whether it is wise to appoint women 
in my district. 
“ The time for closing the considera­ 
tion of applications is January 25. 
Tnose received after that date will 
have to be ignored. 
Applications 
should be addressed in waiting to me 
at this office and n >t to the Census 
Director. 
1 will send inquirers the 
necessary form and instructions con­ 
cerning it. 
Afterward I will send 
those on the list, prior to the test, a 
set of directions for filling out the 
test papers. 
“ The test will be held all over the 
country and in every supervisor’s 
district February 5. 
There will be 
several places in each district for tak- 
ing it. 
“ I am given ufetil February 22 to 
rate the papers in a very simple way , 
and to gain an idea of the qualifica­ 
tions of those rated as having passed. 
Nex t I will forward the pajiers of the 
successful candidates, with ray rec­ 
ommendations or designations, to the 
Census Director. 
The 
middle or 
latter part of March should see every ­ 
thing settled, and the selected and 
commissioned 
enumerators 
will be 
sent more circulars and books of in­ 
structions. 
“ April 15 the Census Army will 
move forward in the enumeration.”

Tho 
law which shou ld mean protection for 
society an d for the in n ocen t fails of 
its object. 
It has become a refu ge for 
wron gdoers, an d so actu ally 
en cou r­ 
ages crime. In say in g this we shou ld, 
of cou rse, take n ote of the fact that 
man y crimes are committed withou t 
thou ght of the con sequ en ces, bu t in the 
lon g ru n a lax admin istration of tho 
law mu st hav e its effect on the crim 
in ally disposed, an d it is certain that 
its in flu en ce is felt when ly n chln gs are 
adv ocated. 
They are often ju stified 
by the su ggestion that the crimin al Is 
likely to escape with light pu n ishmen t 
or to go free altogether if he is n ot 
dealt with su mmarily . 
We are n ot in ­ 
terested in Ju stify in g a plea to pre­ 
v en t lawbreakin g by lawbreakin g, bu t 
the more horrible the acts of the mob 
the more imperativ ely does civ ilization 
deman d that we shou ld seek a per­ 
man en t prev en tiv e, somethin g in addi­ 
tion to the immediate pu n ishmen t of 
mob v iolen ce. 
That perman en t pre­ 
v en tiv e, as the gov ern or say s, is the 
improv emen t of ou r crimin al 
ju ris­ 
pru den ce an d greater certain ty an d 
celerity in its admin istration . 
If mu r­ 
derers were brou ght qu ickly to trial, 
if the trials occu pied a small fraction 
of the time that is n ow giv en to them, 
if there were fewer loopholes for the 
accu sed, this wou ld probably n ot be 
su ch a n otoriou s mu rder cou n try , with 
its homicides ex ceedin g 10,000 a y ear, 
again st a comparativ ely in sign ifican t 
n u mber in En glan d, an d mobs wou ld 
n ot u n dertake so often to do what the 
cou rts fail to do. 
While we are dis­ 
cu ssin g politics let u s n ot forget the 
su bject of law reform, with all that it 
implies as to crime an d in ju stice.

the su pposedly dead ¡>erson to giv e 
alarm In the ev en t of a retu rn to con ­ 
sciou sn ess. 
Somewhat similar prov i­ 
sion s are con tain ed in a bill in tro­ 
du ced in the hou se at Alban y by As­ 
sembly man Kedin gton . 
It 
prov ides 
that each cemetery shall hav e a mor­ 
tu ary to be u sed for the disposal of 
the dead. Each body so receiv ed is 
to be kept u n der observ ation for a cer­ 
tain period of time before in termen t 
or cremation . 
This In ciden t reflects popu lar appre­ 
hen sion con cern in g that world-old hor­ 
ror—bu rial aliv e.

Radio­ 
graphs of bodies taken ev en a few 
min u tes after death rev eal clearly the 
ou tlin es of all the organ s, whereas, if 
the radiographs are taken du rin g life 
the organ s are n ot rev ealed.

Fren ch-Can adian , recen tly an n ou n ced 
the In v en tion , n ow protected by pat 
en ts, of a dev ice which he calls

"grav e sign al." The dev ice con sists of 
a piece of ordin ary gaspipe, six feet 
lon g, with a glass globe abou t the size 
of an in can descen t lamp oil on e en d 
The pipe is arran ged to pass throu gh 
a brass plate at the head of the cof 
fin , leav in g the lower en d within a 
fraction of an in ch of the forehead of 
the corpse.

passage of improper laws, bu t others 
In sist that it will become a gen eral 
n u isan ce, an d will resu lt in careless 
an d in efficien t legislation .

site this amou n t the econ omic loss, du e 
to the appallin g waste of baby life. It 
is estimated that 3 7 i,000 babies u n der 
on e y ear old died in this cou n try last 
y ear. 
Econ omists pu t the fin an cial 
v alu e of each of these babies at $9 0, so 
that the total loss, ex pressed merely in 
dollars an d cen ts, amou n ted to $33,- 
15 0,000. 
An d y et phy sician s say that 
at least on e-half of this waste cou ld 
hav e been prev en ted by the adequ ate 
su perv ision of the sou rces of the milk 
su pply .

The n ewest an d most importan t or­ 
gan ized mov emen t to prov ide again st 
prematu re bu rial has been started by 
the Association for the Prev en tion of 
Prematu re Bu rial, an En glish organ i­ 
zation , which has been at work for the 
past twelv e y ears. Preparation s are 
bein g made to establish a bran ch of 
the organ ization in America, probably 
in Washin gton . 
I>arge qu an tities of 
literatu re dealin g with the su bject are 
bein g sen t to medical societies an d to 
lawmakers all ov er the Un ited States. 
Statistics compiled by British medical 
au thorities are presen ted, showin g that 
ou t of a total of 384 recorded cases 
14 9 person s were bu ried aliv e, 219 had 
n arrow escapes,

The v olu me of n eon in on e- 
twen tieth of a cu bic cen timeter of ai 
is half a million th of a cu bic cen tl 
meter, an d this qu an tity can be de­ 
tected by the spectroscope.

amou n t of n eon con tain s 10,000,000, 
000,000 molecu les, an d by electrical 
methods the presen ce of on ly three or 
fou r charged molecu les can be detect 
ed. 
Ru therford has ev en shown that 
a sin gle "alpha particle," which is a 
charged atom of heliu m, can be detect 
ed. 
The n ecessity of hav in g powerfu l en 
gin es of the least possible weight for 
fly in g machin es has resu lted in the 
produ ction of motors weighin g on ly 
abou t fou r an d a half 
pou n ds 
per 
horse-power, in stead 
of from 10 to 
13 pou n ds, like the en gin es u su ally em 
ploy ed for 
au tomobiles. 
It appears 
that these light, powerfu l motors are 
applicable to motor cars, an d a recen t 
ex perimen t in su ch application is de­ 
scribed in the Lon don Times’ “En ­ 
gin eerin g 
Su pplemen t."

a mistlike stream 
high in to the air, or again comin g to 
the su rface an d rou n din g hi3 shin in g 
back with a kn ifelike dorsal fin ou t 
of the water as he play ed an d dov e 
in to the glassy sea. 
In ten t on his 
fishin g, the mate had little warn in g 
of the w'eird ex perien ce he was to u n ­ 
dergo.

The mate swam hack to the dory * 
which still held a few bottom boards, 
an d here he was picked u p by the 
secon d mate. 
Non e of Wick’s bon es 
were broken by the mishap, bu t his 
body was a mass of bru ises an d he 
w'as so lame he cou ld hardly mov e for 
a cou ple of day s.

On e of the most famou s of the relig 
iou s hou ses In Fran ce is abou t to be 
sold. 
It is the Ben edictin e Abbey of 
Solesmes. an d what makes the sale 
regrettable is that the treasu res col­ 
lected with sn ch care du rin g so man y 
ages are to be dispersed in the literal 
sen se, for they are to be sold sepa­ 
rately . 
The abbey is a magn ificen t 
feu dal dwellin g fu ll of artistic won ­ 
ders. 
It is of the pu re sty le of the 
thirteen th cen tu ry , situ ated abou t a 
mile an d a qu arter from the little 
town of Sarthe. 
There are six ty hec­ 
tares of lan d belon gin g to the priory , 
a hectare bein g two acres on e rood 
thirty -fou r perches, u pon w'hlch the 
mon ks hav e bestowed all their en ergy . 
Below flows the listless Sarthe, an d in 
the distan ce can be seen the little- 
tower of Sable parish chu rch, poin tin g 
to the skies.

Horrid Crime at Cincinnati May Be 


Speedily Avenged.

The police are watching every home 
occupied by employes of the lumber 
concern. Today an examination is be­ 
ing conducted by the coroner and other 
persons.

As to the comparative tribulations of the 
married state, does the man who marries 
give so hostages to fortune beyond those pro­ 
vided by his collaborator?

S UPERS TITION IN EARLY ART.

Physiologists are familiar with 
the 
fact 
that six fingers are sometimes actually found 
on one hand and that the peculiarity seems 
to be hereditary in certain families, but such 
instances are malformations and have not 
justified the theory that they are indications 
of a superiority of any kind. 
We have even 
an Instance in the Bible, where a case is 
mentioned of a giant among the Gentile pop­ 
ulation of Palestine who was possessed of six fingers. 
It is reported that he was slain in battle. 
Among the notions of the middle ages which are now 
almost forgotten was a belief that the faculty of pro­ 
phetic dreams was a sixth sense, which was outwardly 
indicated by the possession of six fingers or six toes. 
No one except a searching critic may have discovered 
that Pope Sixtus IV., who is represented on Raphael's 
Sistine Madonna, is possessed of six fingers. 
Raphael 
was too great a painter not to be able to render this 
feature so inconspicuous as to make it difficult for a 
casual observer to discover the sixth finger on 
the 
Pope’s hand, and yet it is plainly visible to everyone 
who takes the trouble to look for it. 
The same is true of St. Joseph, who, according to the 
reports of the New Testament, receives his instructions 
in dreams. 
He accordingly is a typical example of a 
person who in all his walks of life is guided by divine 
commands tendered to him through dreams. 
He there 
fore is represented with six toes. 


HOW TH E POLE “ W O BBLES .” 


Ju st to perplex Cook and Peary In 
their efforts to prove they reached the 
north pole, the scientists now soberly 
declare that the pole does not stand 
•till. 
Instead, 
it 
moves 
frequently, 
swaying back and forth enough to per­ 
plex astronomers for more than a cen­ 
tury. 
The «movement is very slight— never 
more than sixty feet— but even that 
little bit throw’s the exact mathemat­ 
ics of the heavens into error, and, of 
course, a north pole discoverer cannot 
«attempt to say that he planted 
the 
flag exactly a t the pole, when he can­ 
not for the life of him tell whether the 
pole Is where he stood or sixty feet 
away. 
After years of observation of the 
mysterious movements from astronom­ 
ical stations in all parte of the earth, 
the International Geodetic Association 
incorporated in its report a diagram 
•how’ing the movements of the pole 
from 1895 to 1899. 
This map shows 
tha t the end of the earth's axis moved 
in curves and ellipses, one inside an 
other, without seeming regularity. 
At 
no time is the pole more than thirty 
feet from its normal position, and the 
diameter of its course is never more 
than sixty feet. 
There have been various 
explana­ 
tions of the movements of the pole.

quickly shattered by the second para­ 
graph of the article, which stated that 
though $50 gold pieces were struck 
from octagonal private dies during the 
early mining days of California, the 
two $50 gold pieces of 1877 now in 
Mr. Woodin’s possession are, so far 
as is known, the only ones of this de­ 
nomination ever coined by the govern­ 
ment. 
Since all dies for American coins 
are destroyed at the close of each 
year, they stand on the same plane 
as the ancient coins with regard to 
time. 
The supply cannot be Increased, 
even though the demand be great, a ft­ 
er the year Is numbered with the dead 
centuries, though its successor be but 
one day old. 
Yesterday or yesterw’eek 
is as irrevocably past and forever gone 
as the years of the Roman Empire or 
the Greek Republic. 


The 
science of 
numismatics 
em­ 
braces the study of the coins of all 
the nations of the earth who have at 
any period impressed upon pieces of 
metal—gold, 
silver, 
bronze, 
brass, 
copper, iron, tin—any device indicat­ 
ing that such pieces of metal were is­ 
sued by authority for public use as 
mopey. 
Even in the primeval days, 
exchange of goods must have been 
known. 
The need for a medium of 
exchange would early be recognized. 
Various commodities have at different 
times been selected by different peo­ 
ples as a measure of value. 
Tin was 
used in ancient Syracuse and B rita in; i 
iron, in Sparta; cattle, In Rome and 
Germany; nails, in Scotland; silk, in 
China; tobacco, in the colony of Vir­ 
ginia; sugar, in the West Indies; soap, 1 
in 
Mexico; 
bullet and wampum, in 
Massachusetts; 
codfish in Newfound- j 
land. 
But the moneys of the civilized i known ag mint markg 
nations have for the greater part been 
made 
of 
gold, 
silver, 
copper 
and 
bronze. 
In the long series of known coins, 
extending back to the seventh cen­ 
tury B. C.. savants have an invalua- 


numerable states and territories are 
found in these imperishable records 
None of the older coins are dated, the 
practice of inscribing the date begin­ 
ning in the fifteenth century. 
The 
ages of coins before that period are 
determined by their legends, as a n­ 
swering to the page of corroborative 
history and the art era to which they 
belong. 
In England, coining has been ca r­ 
ried on at the Tower of London mint 
in every reign since the Norman con­ 
quest, except those of Richard I. and 
Edward II. 
Clipping w’as early prac­ 
ticed and carried to such an extent 
that in the reign of Richard III. all 
money was called in and newr money 
coined from fresh stamps. 
After that 
only the stamp of the lx>ndon Tower 
mint was recognized. 
Henry 
V III. 
was the first sovereign to systematic­ 
a l ^ debase the English coinage. 
His 
daughter Elizabeth did her best to 
keep it at its face value. 
During her 
reign the tolver mint was commis­ 
sioned to receive all debased money, 
melt it and recoin it into money of 
the proper weight. 
The fumes from 
the 
melting 
coins 
caused 
sickness 
among the workmen. 
Medical men of 
the time prescribed for this illness a 
potion to be drunk from a dead man’s 
skull, and an official warrant procured 
the requisite cups from London bridge, 
where the heads of traitors were dis­ 
played. 
After independence had been won in 
America Robert Morris, financier of 
the revolution, was instructed by Con­ 
gress to prepare a report on the for­ 
eign coins then in circulation. 
He ac­ 
companied his report with a plan for 
American coinage, and he may be con­ 
sidered the first to introduce the sub­ 
ject of a national mint In this coun­ 
try. 
The first building erected in the 
United States for public use under the 
authority of the federal government 
was a structure for the United States 
mint in Philadelphia, then the capital 
city. 
Thcum int in Philadelphia has 
always been regarded as the principal 
or parent institution, and coins issued 
from this mint are unmarked, while 
those coming from the branch or asso­ 
ciate mints are marked by certain cap­ 
ital letters, indicating the city where 
they were struck. 
These marks are 


a|>le confirmation and illustration of 
the history of the past. 
The earliest 
Greek coins bear sacred subjects only, 
on one side the portrait of the god, on 
the other objects emblematic or sym­ 
bolic of the Deity. 
The highest di­ 
vine authority was Invoked as testi­ 
mony of the true value of the coin, 
which wras perhaps struck off within 
the sacred precincts of a temple. From 
these coins is reconstructed the my­ 
thology of the classical w’orld. 


After the death of Alexander the 
Great his portrait as a deity appeared 
on coin of the realm, and from his 
period on a complete gallery of the 
portraits of the sovereigns of the an­ 
cient world as well as evidences of the 
history and political revolutions of in- 


In the Philadelphia mint, which has 
a large and good collection of coins, 
are many old papers which throw’ in­ 
teresting sidelights on the past. 
Dur­ 
ing the years 1797, 1798, 1799, 1802 
and 180.2 the operations of the mint 
were suspended on account 
of 
the 
prevalence of yellow’ fever. 
In the 
mint collection, written on handmade, 
unruled .foolscap paper, is an Indemni­ 
ty bond signed by the workmen as a 
pledge that they would return to work. 
It Is dated August, 1799. 
In 1874 Congress passed a bill pro­ 
viding for the minting of coins for 
foreign countries.*Two years later the 
Philadelphia mint filled an order for 
$100,000 worth of minor 
coins 
for 
Venezuela. 
Since 
then 
the 
United 
States, competing with other big na­ 
tions, has manufactured 
money for 
many of the Latin American repub­ 
lics, which find it cheaper to have 
their money made for them than to 
equip and operate a mint.

The United States official register oi 
“blue book,” which has been published 
biennially since 1817, was of over 4, 
000 pages in two large volumes Id 
1905, the Washington Post says. 
Be 
fore 1817 the germ of the publication 
had been appearing for over twenty 
years in the shape of simple lists oi 
government clerks transmitted to con­ 
gress by« the secretaries, but in that 
year provision was made for issuing 
regularly a complete register. 
Thera 
was a time when the blue book was a 
convenient size for the pocket, though 
containing a full roster. 
During Washington’s administration 
the secretaries of state, treasury and 
war, 
Thomas 
Jefferson, 
Alexander 
Hamilton and 
Henry 
Knox, trans­ 
mitted the names* of their clerks tti 
congress, and in 1793 Secretary Ham­ 
ilton forwarded to congress a general 
list of clerks, agents and employes on 
the government rolls. 
This latter, be­ 
ing printed, was the first blue book or 
register. 
The government was then in 
Philadelphia, and in the three depart­ 
ments there were less than 150 names, 
two-thirds being In the treasury.

The man wTho is carrying on diver 
sifted farming can not keep one cow 
for each acre of land he tills, but a 
dairyman can do so, and many of 
thorn do. 
They do not raise all the 
grain used, but let their neighbors do 
It for them. They know that they can 
purchase grain for IOO cents on the 
dollar and that their good dairy cows 
will return $2 In product for every dol­ 
lar’s worth of feed. 
They can better 
afford to spend their time in caring 
for the cows than in raising the grain. 
In alfalfa sections the man with forty 
good dairy cows on forty acres of land 
can furnish all the roughage required 
the year around. He can not afford to 
give his cow's pasturage, but this is 
the most expensive feed anyway un­ 
less a fellow has open range close by, 
and such things have become mighty 
scarce around where civilization pre­ 
vails. 
We will assume that five acres 
of a good forty are used for the build­ 
ings, yards, 
roads, line fences, etc. 
This leaves thirty-five acres of land for 
actual tillage, and by having a silo 
and soiling In the summer time the 
question 
solves 
itself.—Agricultural 
Epitomist. 


L i f t i n g - G r a p e v i n e * . 
The best time to lift old grapevines 
for transplanting Is in the late fall or 
early winter, while the vines are in 
dormant condition. 
The work must 
not be delayed till late winter or early 
spring, as the necessary cutting back 
of the branches Is very likely to cause 
the plant to bleed or lose sap at the 
fresh cuts. 
In lifting 
and transplanting 
old 
grapevines dig up the plant with a 
ball of earth holding the roots together 
two or three feet In diameter. 
Start 
to dig well out from the base of the 
vine and pry the root mass up in one 
solid piece. 
If the ball of earth hold­ 
ing the roots together has a tendency 
to fall apart It may be bound together 
with canvas or old grain bags. 
The 
more fine roots that can be taken up 
and preserved from exposure the bet­ 
ter chances there will be for the vine 
living. 
If the work of lifting can be 
done when the soil is frozen from six 
inches to a foot deep nearly all of the 
small roots can be secured unharmed. 
Have the new hole for the reception 
of the vine prepared beforehand and 
fertilized at the bottom with well de­ 
composed stable manure. Old shoes or 
old leather makes a good fertilizer for 
grapevines. 
Place the roots of the 
\ ine with the adhering soil mass In 
the new hole and fill about with aa 
fine soil as can be secured, pressing 
down firmly as In the planting of or* 
dlnary vines for the first time. When 
old grapevines are lifted and moved 
they should be trimmed back severely, 
and no fruit need be expected the fol­ 
lowing season, owing to the shock of 
transplanting, but after the vine be­ 
gins new 
growth 
and 
becomes re­ 
established good results will follow.

A sensation In potato growing has 
been created In the neighborhood of 
Ridgley, Md., or at Richardson, a sub­ 
urb, by the discovery that potatoes 
grown In a barrel yield enormously. 
The experiment was put to a local 
test there this year, and during this 
week the experimenter, Oscar Meeds, 
Invited his friends and neighbors to 
come In and see what the barrel con­ 
tained. 
Meeds, early In the spring, 
had planted the eyes of one whole po­ 
tato in a barrel which had contained 
lime, but in which he threw Borne fer­ 
tilized earth. 
As the vines 
grew, 
Meeds added dirt, and 
occasionally 
added water when the lack of natural 
substance of the mother earth caused 
the dirt to appear dry. 
Potato bugs 
could not reach It, and the paris green 
men, It is said, were gloomy as the 
experiment 
progressed.

contained on “digging day, 
Meeds carefully removed the

F eed in g Ration*. 
There are five classes of materials 
In feeding stuffs, viz., protein, car- 
bohydates, oil or fat, minerals, and 
water. 
The mission of protein is to 
produce lean meats in the body, make 
blood, build up new tissues, etc. 
By 
carbohydrates we mean the starchy 
materials, which give heat, fat and 
energy. 
They represent simply that 
part of hay, corn, potatoes and bread 
that go to keep the body warm, pro­ 
duce energy for work and fat where 
the animal enlarges. 
Cotton seed has a good deal of fat, 
or oil, 
while corn 
has a moderate 
amount. 
The latter constituent, like 
starch, will also furnish heat, energy 
and fat, and, being more concentrated 
than the starchy materials, will afford 
more than twice as much heat, fat 
or energy as will an equal amount of 
starch or sugar. 
Mineral substances make teeth and 
hones, and to a certain extent con­ 
tribute to muscle and 
flesh. 
Prof. 
Burkett of the Kansas experiment sta­ 
tion says We take the bran from the 
wheat and give It to our cattle and 
Pigs, giving only the soft, white part 
of the wheat to our children, which is 
lacking in mineral materials. 
This Is 
often the way with a good deal of our 
food. That explains why our children 
often have poor teeth and weak bones. 
Plain, common water is an impor­ 
tant ingredient in our foodstuffs. 
We 
must have protein for bone, muscle 
and blood; we must have the starchy 
materials and fat to keep the body 
warm, to create energy and to make 
fa t 
In corn alone there would not he 
sufficient protein to supply the wants* 
of the body. 
To add timothy hay, for 
instance, to corn, as is so often done 
in feeding work horses, there would 
still be a lack of protein, as there 
Is very little protein in timothy. 
But 
if, instead of feeding all corn, a few 
pounds of bran, or cotton-seed meal, 
or I inseed-oil meal would be added, 
then we would more correctly balance 
the ration, supplying the protein need­ 
ed. 
The above ration Is merely given to 
explain the point—that it can be Im­ 
proved upon there Is no question. The 
secret in feeding, therefore, Is to fur­ 
nish the necessary ingredients In the 
proper 
proportion. 
When we feed 
corn, 
cotton seed meal, 
alfalfa and 
clover hays, or the “mixed ration,” 
we are supplying the necessary ma­ 
terials for growth, maintenance and 
fat production. 
If the farmer will 
keep

booked upon the analysis of the vari­ 
ous feed stuffs (and this information 
can be secured in bulletin form, free 
of charge, by writing to the state ex­ 
periment station) he will know exact­ 
ly what articles are best suited for his
